5. (Original) The process of claim 1 wherein the amino is an alkyl or 
an aryl amine group. 

6. (Original) The process of claim 1 wherein the terminal halogen 
substituent is derived from an alpha haloacetic acid. 

7. (Original) The process of claim 6 wherein the alpha haloacetic 
acid is 2-bromoacetic acid or 2-bromopropionic acid. 

8. (Original) The process of claim 1 wherein terminal halogen 
substituent is chosen from the group of chlorine, bromine, and iodine. 

9. (Original) (Original) The process of claim 1 wherein the fluoro 
acid is an alpha trifluoro-substituted acid. 

10. (Original) The process of claim 9 wherein the fluorinated acid is 
trifluoroacetic acid. 

11. (Original) The process of Claim 1 wherein the inert solvent is 
selected from the group consisting of dimethylformamide, dimethylsulfoxide, 
dichloromethane, and ethyl acetate.
